Spaniſh and Italian Phyſicians have 
deſcribed exactly fuch a Kind of 
Diſeaſe, as raging with great Vio- 
lence and Mortality in Spain, and 
ſeveral Parts of Italy, in the Begin- 
ing of the laſt Century. — 
the Syrian and JZZgypiian Ulters 
mentioned by Areteus Cappadon,. 
and the pe/izlent ulcerated Tonfols, 
we read of in Attius Amidenus, 
were of this Nature; and truly ſome 
of the Scarlet Fevers, mentioned by 
Morton, ſeem not much unlike it. 
It is not above fix, or ſeven Years- 
fince I met with it in this Town and 
Neighbourhood, though it raged 
with great Fatality in and about LH.

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Evacuations, Regimen, and Medi- 
eines were uſeful, or hurtful,” in 
it.

(Town conſiderably in July and Au- 
gut; and there were then ſeveral 
putrid and miliary Fevers, in the ſou- 
thern Parts of this County. In- 
deed, though we were not here very 
Sekly,: yet hypochondriacal and hy- 
ſteric Diſorders greatly prevailed, and 
there was a Kind of univerſal Inactivi- 
ty and Lowneſsof Spirits every where. 
_- rac Small-pox became much 
more common in the Autumn, and 
of a much worſe Kind than they 
were at their firſt Appearance, and 
about the Mid- winter were very epi- 
demic and fatal.

Both at the Begining, and End, 
of February, the Mercury was high,

pox were in the Town, though few 
in the Neighbouthood , ſeveral Pleu- 
riſies, Peripheuttionies, aud Rheu- 
matiſms, a vaſt Quatitity of catar- 
rhal, mucous Sore-Throats, and many 
inflammatory Squinzies; and ſtill 
ſome of the malignant Kind.

9 
and N. W. Winds were 8 the 
moſt frequent. The Fruits of the 
Earth did not ripen well, but were 
watery. and -infipid ; a bad Har- 
veſt, bad Grain. A great Dejection 
of Spirits, Liſtleſſneſs, and Laſſitude 
were univerſally complained of, — 
The Small-pox became much more 
numerous in June, and were epide- 
mic all the Summer, and rather of a 
worſe Kind than in the Spring, not 
only here, but every-where in the 
Neighbou rhood; ; they were frequent- 
ly confluent, very ſmall, and ſome- 
times black, attended with H æmor- 
rhages of the Noſe, eſpecially in 
Children; but the Petechiæ were 
much leſs common than I expected; 
ſometimes they were very crude, cryl- 
talline, and indigeſted, running into 
large Bliſters, eroding the Skin great= 
ly. —Rheumatiſms,Gout, and Coughs 
were in vaſtly greater Plenty han 
vial at this Time of the Year.

Fever, as I called, in my /f Volume 
of Epidemics, Febris r raged 
up and down with great Violence, 
attended with ſcarlet or puſtular E- 
ruptions, and ſucceeded with great 
Itching and Deſquamation of the 
Cuticle. In this the Pulſe was com- 
monly hard, quick, and ſmall, the 
Breathing hot, and laborious, with 
great Oppreſſion on the Præcordia, 
the Urine ſometimes crude and pale, 
ſometimes high-coloured and turbid, 

but without Sediment; a Delirium 

generally came on ſoon. — The Sick 
commonly bore Bleeding at the Be- 
_ gining with Advantage, and the 
Blood was often fizy, though much 
leſs ſo in general than in Squinzies 
of the truly inflammatory Kind; they 
very ſeldom however admitted of 
large Bleeding, ſcarce indeed of a ſe- 
cond. 2 *

Soreneſs of Throat and Apthe,— 
The Small-pox were more fatal in 


Auguſt, and ſometimes attended with 
a very dangerous Ulceration in the 
Throat, and Difficulty of Swallows. 
ing.—Indeed the malignant ulcerous 


Sore-Throat was now alſo frequent, 
probably ſometimes enen with 
the Small- pox. 

The Autumn was much more fair, 
and comfortable, than the Summer, 
particularly the Month of O&ober 
was for the greater Part beautiful 

and ſerene, the Mercury high; how- 
ever, the Atmoſphere was generally 
thick, and ſometimes very moiſt, the 
Wind commonly — the eaſtern 
Quarters: November was leſs wet, 

and ſtormy than uſual, and in gene- 
ral warm; the Barometer pretty high, 
but the Air thick and humid. At 
the Begining of December the Quick-

Then 
came on very fine hot Weather, and 
we had the warmeſt and moſt beau- 
tiful Summer, that hath been known 
for many Years, — The Small-pox, 
and both catarrhal and malignant 
Squinzisgrew leſs frequent, and leſs 
fatal Som January to May, when 
both Me ceaſed.—As the Spring 
advanced, we had ſeveral Pleuriſies, 
Peripneumonies, and a vaſt Number 
of catarrhal Diſorders : — The Blood 
now drawn was much more denſe 
and viſcid ig; genetal than had been 
obſerved for man Months before. 
I have given Mis ſhort Account of

I had under my Cure A! aer 
Gentieniang about twelve! 'Years of 
Age, whole Tongue, Fauces, and 


Tonſils were as black as Ink, and 


he ſwallowed with extream Diff 
culty; he continually ſpit off im- 
menſe Quantities of a black, ſanious, 
and very fœtid Matter for at Jeaſt 
eight or ten Days about the ſe- 
venth Day, his Fever being ſome- 
what -abated, he fell into a bloody 
Dyſentery, tho the bloody, ſanious, 
feetid Expectoration ſtill continued 


with a moſt violent Cough: — He 


at length indeed got over it, to the 
very great Surprize of eyery one that 
ſaw him.——Now in this Patient, as 
ſevere and univerſal a Raſh, broke out

ly or ſuddenly receded, every Symp- 


tom grew worle, ind the utmoſt 


Danger impended, eſpecially if pur.

came on, or a fatal Suffocation foon | 
cloſed the Tragedy. * 

- THF Diſeaſe was elit at Ai 
Height about the fifth, ot fixth Day 
in ohn Perſons, in the elder not ſo 

ſoon, 
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ſoon, and the Criſis many times was 
not till the eleventh or twelfth, and 
then very imperfect: Some Adults 
however were carried off in two or 
three Days, the Diſtemper either fal- 
ling on the Lungs, and killing in a 
peripneumonic Manner, or on the 
Brain, and the Patient either died 
raving, or comatoſe. In ſome the 
Diſeaſe brought on a very Toys 
ſome Cough, . purulent Ex 
tion, Hzmoptoe and Hectic, in 
which they lingered on for ſeveral 
Weeks, and then died tabid. :

The 1 really think our . 
in the Medical Way, that practiſe in 
this Part of the Kingdom, are in ge- 
neral as careful, capable, and judi- 
cious as in moſt Parts of England, 
yet I took ſome Pains with them to 
make them comprehend the Nature 
of this ſingular and uncommon Di- 
ſtemper, and to diſtinguiſh it aright 
from ſome other reigning Diſorders, 
that bore no ſmall Reſemblance to 
it.

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tery, and as it were weeping Eye 
—pale, crude, thin Urine, tho' often 
turbid, like Whey to the whitiſh, 
but commonly moift Tongue, tho' 
conſiderably furred near the Root 
to the ſhining, crimſon Colour of the 
Fauces, With interſperſed white, or 
aſh-coloured Spots or Blotches, with 
a nauſeous and fometimes very fœ- 
tid Breath—to the ſcarlet or crimſon 
Effloreſcence (in ſome eryſipelatous, 
in others puſtular) on the Hands, 
Arms, Neck, Breaſt, &'c.——Symp- 
toms that attended this Diſeaſe even 
on the very firſt Days; they diſtin- 
guiſhed better, proceeded with more 
Caution, and with greater Succeſs. 
Il met with too many Inſtances 
before, of raſh, large Bleeding and 
Purging in this Diſtemper, nay, ſome 
were weak enough to tell me the

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looſe that you might cut it with a 
Feather, giving off little or no Se- 
rum, but having exactly ſuch an Ap- 
pearance as when Spirit of Harts- 
horn is poured to the Blood, juſt as 
it runs from the Vein, which pre- 
vents its natural Coagulation, 

I will not ſay but that, in ſome 
plethoric adult Perſons, ſome Blood 
may be drawn at the very Begining 
of this Diſeaſe, and I have in ſome 
few ordered it with Advantage, par- 
ticularly as to the anginoe Symptoms, 
and where the Difficulty of Breath- 
ing alſo was conſiderable; but I muſt 
fay, a Repetition of the Bleeding to 
any conſiderable Degree is extream- 
ly detrimental, where the firſt Blood 
eſpecially was af ſuch a looſe and 
ſoft Texture; for the ſecond or

ONE the firſt Blood drawn covered

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with a very thin; whitiſh, or Lead- 
culoured Skin, pretty tenacious ; but

This Appearance of the Blood, how- 
ever, as much forbids further Bleed- 
ing as that above deſcribed, and is 
moſtly obſerved when os is a 
throbbing Pulſe, and great Heat at 
the Acceſs of the Diſtemper.— 1 
profeſs I was myſelf not a little miſ- 
taken in two or three Caſes at the 
firſt breaking out of this Fever ; one 
of them I took for a true Peripneu- 
mony, but the Sore-Throat, Scarlet 
Eruption, Stench of the Breath, and 
even Petechiz very ſoon coming on, 
too plainly convinced me what was 
in Truth the Diſeaſe. 
I have very often met with this 
buffy, or fizy, Appearance of the

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| Fevers, and yet Blood, drawn two or 
three Days after from the very ſame 
Perſons, hath been quite looſe, diſ- 
ſolved and ſanious as it were. Too 
many Inſtances of this very lately 
occurred to me amongſt the French 
Captives here; who died by Dozens 
of a contagious, peſtilentia! Fever, 
very frequently attended with Pe- 
techiæ, and a bloody Dyſentery. 
In this Fever (as well as all others) 
the French Surgeons bled of Courſe 
every Day, or at leaſt every other 
Day. And I ſeveral times ſaw the 
Blood of ſome. of the Officers (thus 
treated) a mere ſanious Gore on the 
third or fourth Bleeding, tho con- 
ſiderably ſizy at the firſt. And yet 
ſo prepoſterous was their Practice, 
that, at the ſame time they were ſo 
buſy with the Lancet, they gorged 
their Patients with the ſtrongeſt Bowil- 
lon, that Beef, Mutton, &. could 
male, and this too tho they were

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in a conſtant Delirium, were cover- 
ed with black or purple Spots, and 
had their te as black as ory | 
and as dry and rough as a Pumice- 
ſtone. I am very certain great 
Numbers fell a Sacrifice to this ab. 5 
ſurd Practice. — 
This buffy Appearance of che 
Blood, at the very Begining of con- 
tagious, peſtilential Fevers, doth not 
invalidate what I have faid, in my 
Eſſay on Fevers, of the Effect of con- 
tagious Effluvia on the Blood in fuch 
Fevers, but rather confirms it ; — 
for tho they tend to diſſolve, and 
actually at length do deſtroy the 
2 ;fis of the Blood, yet Perſons of 
very viſcid, denſe State of Blood, 
whe be. fred with a contagious, 
malignant Fever, and the Blood may 
appear very ſiay and buffy on Bleed-

and Spirit of Vitriol, was to be taken 
by Spoonfuls every now and then, 
eſpecially after Gargling. And I 
alſo directed the Fumes of red Roſe- 
leaves, Chamomile: flowers,  Myrrb, 
and Campbire,- boiled in Vinegar, 
to be drawn in with the Breath very 
often, as hot as the Patients could 
well bear it, which gave very OM 
and ſpeedy Relief: 
Though the Swelling of the Neck, 
parotid Glands, Ec. would foes 
times come on ſo ſudden, great and 
violent, as to Sula a Suffoca- 
tion, yet in general I took this ex- 
ternal: Tumour to be partly critical, 
and therefore endeavoured: to pro- 
mote it by acrid Cataplaſms, Bliſ- 
ters, &c. nay J have ſeveral Times 
bliſtered the, Throat from Ear to Ear 
with great Succeſs. —Theſe Applica- 
tions are uſeful in common Squin- 
zeys; much more ſo in this, where 
Erl "Ae 
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che Humours were o exceeding 
ſharp and malignant. 
As there was frequently a. yery 
eat Tenſion and Tumour of the 
Belly, and at the ſame Time alſo 
ſome Degree of a Suppreſſion of 
Urine, an emollient Fotus with ſome 
of the Car minative Seeds, or a few 
Chamomile-flowers boiled in Mill and 
Water, and a Clyſter of the ſame 

with Salt and Sugar, were neceſl; 
to promote the Diſcharge of Stool, 
Wind and Urine; which gave imme- 
diate Eaſe to the Bossi and withall 
greatly facilitated the Reſpiration, 
by giving a more free Play to the 
Diaphragm. Indeed if the Abdo- 
men was very tenſe, and the Patient 
coſtive, about the fifth, or ſixth Day, 
I generally gave a Doſs of Rhubarb, 
Manna, or lenitive Electuary — and 
after that commonly the Bark in 
SubPance ; but I never fo ordered it 
when the Belly was very tumid and 
confti- 
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conſtipated, nor until ſome Signs of 
Coftion, or a begining De/quamation 
of the Cuticle appeared; for I found 
my Tencture, or a Decoction of the 
Bark, anſwer full as well, nay bet- 
ter, as cauſing much leſs Oppreſſion 
on the Breaſt. — I now alſo uſed a 
Kind of Refin of the Bark, made 
with Spirit of Mine, which I much 
prefer to the common Extract, as it 
fits much lighter on the Stomach, 
and keeps much better ; and there- 
fore I think is more proper for an 
officinal Medicine. FO 
However improper Purging might 
be at the Begining of this Diſtemper, 
gentle, eaſy Cathartics, as Rhubarb, 
Manna, &c. were neceſſary at the 
End to carry off the putrid Collu- 
vies of the Inteſtines, which other- 
wiſe protracted the feveriſh Heats, 
and occaſioned great Weakneſs, 
Want of Appetite, tumid Bellies, 
and great Obſtructions of the Glands; 
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nay I was often obliged to give re- 
peated Doſes of Calomel to carry off 
the Swellings of the parotid and 
maxillary Glands, which otherwiſe 
frequently remained a long Time 
much ſwoln and indurated, and, at 
length, ſometimes ſuppurated : — 
Indeed I ſeveral Times found it ne- 
ceſſary to rub them with a Mercu- 
rial Unguent before I could diffolve 
the Tumours ; Calomel was alſo fur- 
ther uſeful in deſtroying the Forms, 
with which a vaſt Number were at 
this Time eſpecially troubled. —But 
in ae after a Purge, or two, the 
Sick ſoon recovered a keen Appetite, 
Strength and Spirits: Many howe- 
ver required frequent Purging, a 
Continuance of the Bark, ' Atbiops 
mineral, &c. for a conſiderable Time, 
and then a Courſe of Aſſes- milk, and 


an open Country- Air to prevent a 
waſting Hectic; of which ſome died 
R 4.0 voor all 
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eight, or ten, Weeks, after the Diſ- 
eaſe firſt ſeized them. 

This was undoubtedly. a Fever of 
the malignant, peſtilentia! Kind, in 
which the Blood became highly acri- 
monious, diſſolved, and putreſcent. 


That it was very greatly contagious 
no one doubts, as it very often in- 


| fected whole Families, eſpecially the 
younger Perſons. And that this 
Contagion generated a very great | 
Degree of Acrimony in the Blood is 
moſt evident from the Hiſtory of the 
Diſeaſe. I have elſewhere noted 
that Contagion acts in the Blood as 
Acrimony: Perhaps the contagious 
Miaſinata are only the highly ex- 
alted Sa/ino-/ulphureous Particles and 
Vapours thatexhale from the diſeaſed 
infecting Body.— It is well known 
the Stench of putrid Carcaſſes, gan- 
grened Limbs, the polluted, ſtinking 
Air of Jails, &c. deſtroy the Craſis 
of the Blood, and bring on malig-

cid denſe Blood, brings on a very 
high inflammatory Fever,—in ano- 
ther of weak, lax Fibres, and a looſe 
diſſolved Blood, a low, putrid, ner- 
vous Fever, not ſufficient to protrude 
the Puſtules in a Kindly Manner, 
much leſs to bring them to a lauda- 
ble Maturation.— In a Word, the 
high inflammatory Small-pox differ 
as much, or more, from the low 
malignant Kind, as the Febrit angi- 
noſa from the peſtilential ulcerous 
Sore-Throat. — How greatly doth 
the Scarlet Fever, deſcribed by Mor- 
ton, differ from that mentioned by Sy- 
denbam ?

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yet it greatly differs in different Per- 
ſons, and is to be treated according- 
ly. There were certainly ſome of 
theſe ulcerous Sore-Throats with a 
pretty ſmart Fever, that bore Bleed- 
ing at the Begining with Advan- 
tage, and a much cooler Regimen 
was neceſſary in ſome than in others, 
— nay I was obliged in ſeveral Caſes 
to give Nitre with the Diaphoretics, 
hut I muſt confeſs, in general, 
much warmer Medicines were necel- 
ſary in this than in moſt other Fe- 
vers; and that too ſometimes when 
the Heat was very conſiderable, 
_ otherwiſe: the Pulſe would fink ſur- 
prizingly, and an aſtoniſhing Anx- 
iety, and Oppreſſion, immediately 
ſucceeded. —— I have - really been 
obliged to give fuch warm Alex:- 
pharmacs in this Diſtemper (and that 
too many Times to very young Per- 
ſons) as nothing but repeated Expe- 
_ - Tience could have induced me to 
7 2 8 8 order ; 
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I þ rder ; as Saffron, Campbire, Pulv. 


Contraperv. Confet?. Cardiac. Tbe- 
riac. Andromach. warm Cyder, mul- 

led Wine and Water, Tinct, Cortic. 
Alexipharmac.. &c. and this with a 

Succeſs that was well known, -and- 
juſtified the Practice. . 
The Word Fever, as promiſcu- 
ouſly uſed in the Practice of Phyſic, 
is not a little vague and undeter- 
mined. There are ſome Diſorders, 
that paſs under that general Name, 
which are beſt cured even by raiſing 
the Fever, to inſtance only in ſome 

Quartan Agues and low, nervous 
Fevers.— And the malignant Squin- 
zey, here deſcribed, is another Spe- 

cies of Fever, which evidently proves 
that all acute Diſeaſes are not to be 
treated merely with Evacuations, 
and cooling Medicines — proper Di- 
lution is unqueſtionably uſeful in all 
Fevers, but certainly ſome require 
more than Barley: water and Limon- 
E 3 ade. 
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ade.—But I have already faid ſeveral 
Things on this Head in my ſſay 
on Fevers ; and ſhall at preſent only 
add a Word or two on the Uſe of 
volatile alcalious Salts in Fevers of 
the-putrid peſtilential, or petechial 
Kind ; 1n which I fear they are too 
often very improperly adminiſtered. 
And here I muſt obſerve, that, 
in all Fevers of this Nature, the 
Blood is -always found too ny 
broken and difſolved, and at length 
becomes highly acrimonious, and as 
it were ſanious and putrid. What- 
ever therefore tends to promote the 
Acrimony and Diffolution of the 
Blood muſt be very apt-to bring on 
fuch Fevers, and encreaſe their Ma- | 
_ Tignity, when they happen; but vo- 
latile alcalious Salts do both in an 
eminent Degree; for though they 
may retard the Putrefaction of the 
Fleſh of Animals, and even in ſome 
Meaſure of the Blood, out of the

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Body (and ſo will Arſenic, or Subs 


limate-corroſue) yet mixed with the 


Blood, whilſt actually under the 
Power of Circulation and the Vn 
FVite; they certainly haſten its Diſ- 
 folution, and conſequent Putrefac- 
tion; even mixed with the Blood 
out of the Body, or rather as it runs 
from the Vein, they quite deftroy 
the Texture of the Blood-globules, 
nearly in the ſame Manner as the 
Poiſon of a Viper by diſſolving the 
Copula, or Cohen of the compo- 
nent Particles; and the Blood of the - 
moſt Robuſt (nay even the moſt 
buffy Blood of Horſes, as I have of- 
ten tried) thus managed never con- 
cretes, as uſual, into a ſolid Crafſa- 
mentum, and throws off its Serum, 


but remains ever after a looſe, diſ- 


ſolved Gore, or Sanies.—Now let 
me farther obſerve, that when theſe 
volatile alcalious Salts (or Spirits) are 
taken in large Quantities, and fre- 

E 4 quently, » 
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quently, even by Perſons in Health, 
they are well known to bring on fo 
veriſh Heats, Hzmorrhages, ſpongy 
bleeding Gums, ſtinking Breath, 
rank Urine, &c. Symptoms that ſuf- 
ficiently indicate a begining Diſſolu- 
tion, . and Putridity of the Blood. 
Moreover theſe broken, diffolved 
Blood-globules are very apt to enter 
into the ſerous and lymphatic Arte- 
ries, and there, not finding a free 
Paſſage through their — 
nate and corrupt, and at length 
even corrode theſe exceeding tender 
Veſſels, particularly when ſaturated 
with acrimonious Salts, which at the 
ſame Time alſo greatly irritate theſe 
very minute Canals, encreaſe the 
Heat, and ſo cauſe a more ſpeedy 
Corruption both of the Humours 
and Veſſels; and when the putrid 
5 and e, is abſorbed into 
che Maſs of Blood, it greatly haſtens 
the 820 Corruption

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_ Volatile alcalious Salts, even ap- 
plied externally to the Skin, very 
ſpeedily corrode and ulcerate, and 
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it is certainly Fact, that given inter- 


nally they heat vaſtly more, Quan- 
tity for Quantity, than the warmeſt 


vegetable Alexipharmacks. —— And 


that, I think, not ſo much by en- 
creaſing the. projectile Force, and 
Circulation, of the Blood, as by cau- 
ſing an inteſtine Motion and Effer- 
veſcence in it; for, by the moſt ac- 
curate Experiments, it is found that 
Solutions of the volatile alcaline Salts 
weaken the Tone of the Fibres, and 
Power of the Veſſels, and conſe- 
quently. the Momentum of the Blood 
in the regular Courſe of Circulation. 
And we eventually find, that, 
when the Blood abounds with very 
acrid Salts, the Pulſe becomes weak, 
ſmall, quick and fluttering, as in the 
highly ſcorbutic, and that corrupt, 
acrimonious State of Blood, which 
brings 
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brings on the putrid Fever, antece- 
dent to ſome Mortifications ab inter- 
nd Cauſd, as they call it; in both 
which the Powers of Nature ſink 
greatly, and particularly the Strength 
of the arterial Vibrations, tho” they 
may encreaſe in Quickneſs, to com- 
penſate for the Want of that natural 

Vigour, and Fulneſs, which is ob- 
ſerved in a free and firm Pulſation 
of an Artery duly filled with Blood, 
and properly actuated.— The extra- 
ordinary Bigneſs and Flaccidity of 
the Heart, that is commonly noted 
in ſcorbutic and peſtilential Caſes, 
are owing to the Weakneſs and great 
Relaxation of its muſcular Fibres, — 
That peculiar Kind of biting Heat, 
that we commonly feel on the Skin 
of Perſons labouring under putrid, 
malignant Fevers, ſeems to ariſe from 
the Abundance of acrid Salts and 
 Sulphurs in the Blood, and its in- 
teſtine Motion, and not from its in- 
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creaſed projectile Force; for, on firſt 
touching the Skin, the Heat ſeems 
very little, if at all, above the natu- 
ral, but, by continuing the Finger 
a longer Time on it, you are ſenſi- 
ble of a diſagreeable Scalding in it, 
which Senſation even remains in the 
Finger for ſome ſmall Time after 
you have quite removed it from the 
fick Perſon: This Doctor Pringle 
hath judiciouſly noted in his excel- 
lent Treatiſe on the Diſeaſes. of the 
Army; and Galen, as he candidly 
obſerves, long before him. This 
Monſieur Drueſnay calls la Chaleur 
d Acrimonie, and very juſtly diſtin- 
guiſhes it from la Chaleur d Inflam- 
mation. The Senſation, in Truth, is 
as different as touching a very hot 


Piece of dry Wood, and dipping your 


Finger into tepid Spirit of Hartſhorn. 
And I think this Obſervation evi- 


dently proves the Abundance of a- 
crimonious Salts thrown off by Per- 
* | ſpiration . 
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ſpiration in theſe very putrid Fevers. 
That peculiar burning Heat alſo, 
which = Sick often feel within, in 
ſuch Diſeaſes, tho the external Prot 
of the Body are actually cold, pro- 
bably ariſes from the ſame Caule,— 
And I cannot but think the Heat, 
obſervable in Fevers, preceding and 
attending Mortifications ab internd 
Cauſd, is generated by the Acrimo- 

ny and inteſtine Motion of the Hu- 
mours ;. not certainly from a rapid 
projectile Motion, . for. the Pulſe is 
then always found weak. and ſmall, 
tho quick. The ſurprizingly ſpeedy. 
and great Stench, Swelling, and ſa- 
nious Hemorrhages from all the 
Outlets of the Bodies of ſuch as die 
in putrid, malignant Fevers, are Ar- 
guments of the great inteſtine Moti- 
on, Rarefaction, and Acrimony of the 
Humours.— This was the Caſe com- 
mofly of thoſe that died of the malig- 
Da, anginoſe Fever above deſcribed,

I have known the whole Body {well 
vaſtly, even to the Ends of the Fin- 
and Toes, with a cadaverous Li- 
vidity, tho almoſt quite cold, and 
an intolerable Stench even befor the 
Perſon was actually dead, Blood iſ- 
ſuing, at the ſame Time, from the 
Ears, Noſe, Mouth, and Guts; and 
this too where the Pulſe had bein 
very weak and ſmall, tho exceeding 
quick, from the very Begining... 
Was not this, from much Air, ge- 
nerated in the Blood by the inteſ- 
tine Motion, Heat, and Putridity, 
which are well known to generate 
Air ? Is not the Emphyſema, obſer- 
vable in ſome Sphacelations, | from 
the ſame Caule ? | 
But to proceed, if we aii 
che Generation and Nature of ani- 
mal Salts, perhaps we ſhall ſee a 
little further into this Matter. The 
ſtrongeſt vegetable Acids, we take in 
with our Food, are by the Vis Fite 
e ſoon 
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ſoon changed into a neutral, or 4 
Kind of ammoniacal Salis, and by 
being longer and longer expoſed to 
the Action of the Veſſels, and Heat 
of the Blood, they more and more 
approach to an alcaline Nature, and 
at length would become actually al- 
caline, were they not diluted, waſh- 
ed off, and corrected by aceſcent 
Drink and Diet. A Perſon that 
lives. on nothing but mere Water, 
and Fleſh or Fiſh, without any Thing 
either acid or. aceſcent, ſoon. con- 
tracts a very great Rankneſs in all 
his Humours ; he grows feveriſh, 
and at length his Blood runs into a 
State of Putrefaction. The Blood 
of thoſe that die of Famine becomes 
highly acrimonious, which begets 
Fever, Frenzy, and ſuch a Degree 
of Putrefaction, as is utterly deſtruc- 
tire of the vital Principles. A very 
melancholy Inſtance of which I once 
met with in a poor Gentleman, who 
1001 obſti- 


cbſtinately Raryed himſelf to Death, 
and would not, for many Days, ei- 
ther by Force or Perſuaſion, ſwal- 


low any Kind of Food, or a Drop | 


of Liquor, He ſoon grew feyeriſh, 
fluſhed in his Face, and very hot in 
his Head; his Pulſe was ſmall, but 
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very quick; in four or five Days hi:

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It is certain alſo, that, if the ani- 
al Salts are not duly and conſtant- 
h carried off by Urine, they are 
highly deſtructive, as in 1/churies, 
for they continually advance more 
and more to an alcaline State.—It 
is not ſo much from an encreaſed 
Quantity, as the Acrimony of the 
Juices, that an obſtinate Suppreſſion 
of Urine becomes fatal; for I have 
known it very ſoon fo, where the 
Patient hath had very large Diſ- 
charges by Sweat and Stool during 
the whole Time of the Suppreſſion ; 
particularly 1 remember, many Years 
ago, a renal Iſebury fatal to a cor- 
pulent Lady the ee Day from 
the Stoppage, though ſhe was twice 
bled very largely, and kept purging 
the whole Time, and conſequently 
did not die from a Redundance of 
Humours. She made not a Drop 
of Urine from the Time of her Sei- 
zure to her Death, though ſhe took

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very largely of Cantharides in Su b 


ſtance and Tincture, as well as ma- 


ny other Medicines, particularly large 
Doſes of Calomel. Indeed, althoug 1 
I have frequent. y known Code by 
rides given with very good Effect in 
{ſchuries, TS if they do not anſwer 
ſpeedily, but are was continued in 
large Quantities, I fear they co-ope- 
rate with the acrid Salts; and haſten. 
the Death of the Patient, by bring- 
ing on a Delirium and Convulſions, 
as I have had the Misfortune to ſee 
more than once.
